Milk  Sampling. 

Milk  supplied  in  the  Urban  District  is  also  extensively  supplied  in  the 
adjacent  Rural  Areas  which  enables  me  to  have^a  better  knowledge  of  its  condition 
than  that  derived  from  sampling  in  the  Urban  Jistrict  alone. 


Forty  three  samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  were  examined.  Twenty  six 
samples  wore  submitted  to  the  Methylene  Blue  test  and  nine  failed  the  test.  night 
of  the  nine  failures  were  from  a  single  retailer  who  has  now  disposed  of  his 
business.  Seventeen  samples  were  examined  by  biological  methods  for  germs  of 
tuberculosis  but  all  samples  gave  negative  results.  The  biological  examination 
did  reveal  that  milk  from  one  producer  was  infected  with  brucella  abortus  germs, 
the  cow  was  traced  and  destroyed  and  subsequent  samples  from  the  herd  were  . 
satisfactory.  One  oaso  of  undulant  fever  in  a  human  being  was  almost  certainly 
due  ?o  SSklng  this  mi-usio  It  was  also  discovered  that  another  Tuberculin  Tested 
producer  was  permitting  tankers  to  empty  cesspro  contents  on  to  his  pastures, 
has  discontinued  the  practice.  Another  producer  was  found  to  be  describing 
milk  as  Tuberculin  Tested  although  his  herd  was  not  attested  by  the  licensing 
authority.  The  licensing  authority  dealt  with  him. 


I  repeat  the  advice  I  give  annually.  The  only  safe  milk  to  c^ink 
pasteurized  milk.  No  other  milk  is  supplied  to  any  school  within  the  district, 


Forty  three  samples  of  pasteurized  milk  were  examined.  All  were

Seven  pigs  sent  to  a  local  slaughterhouse  from  a  farm  outside  the  distrn 
were  discovered  post  mortem  to  have  hydatid  cysts.  These  pigs  were  probably  > 
infected  by  eating  excreta  from  a  dog  suffering  from  a  tape  worm  known  as  Taenia 
echinoooccus.  Man  may  also  be  infected  from  dog  faeces  with  serious  oonsequence. 
The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  district  containing  the  farm  was  informed  bi 
his  investigations  had  a  negative  result.

The  outstanding  happening  in  regard  to  water  supplies  is  that  definite 
progress  was  made  during  the  year  towards  the  re-grouping  of  Wiltshire  water  under¬ 
takings*  The  results  of  sampling  of  treated  water  are  shown  below  and  show  improvement 
although  the  appropriate  standard  has  not  yet  been  reached.  Coliform  organisms  were 
present  in  one  of  forty  seven  samples  as  opposed  to  three  bad  samples  in  forty  nine 
samples  in  1956.

The  Council  tip  continues  to  be  a  nuisance.  On  one  occasion  during  the 
year  a  black  pillar  of  smoke  was  visible  at  a  distance  of  ten  miles  Uy  personal 
observation)  and  the  village  of  Upton  Scudamore  and  the  malm  road  to  the 
side  was  shrouded  in  thick  aorid  smoke  from  burning  rubber.  Such  gross  atmospher 
pollution  has  many  evil  consequences.

I  have  not  the  benefit  of  chemical  analysis  reports  on  the  effluent  from 
the  sewage  works.  Swabs  were  placed  in  the  River  Wylye  down  stream  from  the  works 
and  Salmonellae  organisms  were  cultured  from  the  swabs  on  two  occasions.  I  strongly 
advise  all  swimmers  to  use  the  swimming  bath  in  harminster  rather  than  bathe  in  e 

river.
